DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pages 6 and 7, filed 23 June 2009, with respect to 
the 35 U.S.C. 112 rejections of claims 16-21 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejections of the claims has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-10 and 12-21 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not disclose or make obvious the device of claims 1 or 1 6, including parallel 
conductive strips at a uniform spacing at a period less than the wavelength of incident 
light, wherein the light to be detected is incident onto the device through the electrodes 
network, the geometric dimensions of the conducting strips being determined to form a 
second mirror for the Fabry-Perot type resonant cavity at the interface between the 
electrode network and the active layer.
